mill ditch, is preparing papers for a b 
suit for damaged. 


According to Mr. Kyan'a theory th 


Fresno Milling company many yea 


;o, when Fresno could not muBter mor 


than 000 population, purchased the pros 
ent mill site on the corner of Fresno an 
N streets together with the perraanen 
and for all lime, privilege of the wat< 
power of the mill ditch for a considera 
tion of $20,000. 


. 
Aa tho city built up and Freeno stree 


few days in this began to loom in importance the ope 


ditch became a nuisance in two ways 
First, because when the water was Bhn 
off in the late summer and fall it eta) 
nated and exhaled pestilential odoi 
offenaiTe alike to the senses and th 
health of the people. In' the eecqn 
>lace the ditch being open and runnin 
hroagb one of the principal streets wa 
a source of danger to persona drivin 
through that street both by day an 
night. 


Another detriment to the thorough 


are caused by tbe existence of the ditc 
was the fact that property along the lin 
->f Fresno street felted to andvance ii 
nice as it should, and the north aide fo 
hat reason was disfigured by vacant lota 
and Email wooden huts and ahantie 
whose rental but little more than pai 
he taxes on the land. Hence there wa 
iot only a stagnation in the water of tb 
ditch but a worse stagnation in thevalu 
f real eitato along ita line. 
The Milling company of coarse did 
htiving business and amassed larg 
iroflta, as the motive power of the mil 
:ost 110thing. Tho company besides tha 
md B monopoly of all the water powe 
uniting through the Mill ditch. By tli 
or me of their purchase no other mil 
fas to be allowed to use tbe water powe 
fhich is sufficient to run 100 mills 
Naturally, tho company having a mo 
uopoly of tbe flour trade in thie county 
made large profits and had A large re 
servo fund to pay attorneys' fees to kee] 
4hofr monopoly of tbe water intact. 


On the other hand the Fresno Gana 


and Irrigation company grew hoartilj 
sick of ita bargain. It wag required b; 
tho terms of ita contract to keep th 
water llowintt through tho 'ditch when 
ever the mill required it. Gophers used 
to eat through the leveea and the irriga 
tion company WBB always at more o 
lees considerable expense every winte 
and spring in repairing the levees am 
keeping the ditch in working order. O 
course, the irrigation company became 
tired nnd heartily joined with the people 
in denouncing the ditch as a nuisance. 


Tho matter stood in ohoynnce fo 


many years and it was brought to i 
climax by mi injunction against tin 
Fresno Oaual aud Irrigation coin pan1 
prohibiting thorn from turning water into 
thu ditch. Tho company with all the 
alacrity 
o! 
law 
abiding 
citizens 


obeyed tbe injunction and shut off th< 
water. Then the ditch began to smel 
more loudly than ovor and tho board o 
supervisors caused n section of it to be 
piled hi just outside thu city limits. An 
injunction was issued against this work 
nud it wABohnyetl, hut the filling already 
dono was sufllclent to stop any flow o 
water that might ho turned into it. 
Some parties iu tho IntortBt of the Dill 
company began to take out tho dirt it 
ordur to rcmovo thu obstruction, bill 
they were stopped by another injunction 
and thus tho fillers in remained mnetora 
of the situation. 


Tho lost act, EO far as the existence o; 


the ditch was concerned, waa tho recent 
order of Health O Ulcer Maupln to fill it 
ap and thus abate what was unquestion- 
ably a nuisance. This work was allowct 
to go on without protest on tbo part o 
tho milling company, who held whal 
they considered to be trump cards and 
who would not be required to pay for 
the cost of tho work, that being dono nl 
tbe expense of tbo Fresno Canal and 
Irrigation company. 


Tim first sign ol opposition on the part 


of tho milling company was a brief notice 
prepared by their attorney, Thomaa P. 
Kyan, and servfld on the city clerk yes- 
lordly. It read ae follows: 


"You aro hereby notified that the 


F/esno Milling company, a corporation 
duly organized under the laws of tho 
state of California, ia about to substi- 
tute- for its present wheel now in tho 
Mill ditch or canal that run through 
Fresno street in tmid city of Fresno nnd 
through which It has hereto fora received 
the water need to propel its machinery 
in the manufacture of Gour, a turbine 
wheel and appurtenances of capacity 
sufficient to receive and discharge 128 
cubic feet of water per second. You are 
hereby further notified, as you have 
been 
heretofore 
notified that 
we 


are informed that certain persons claim- 
ing to act by your authority and under 
your direction intend to tear down and 
destroy said wheel now standing in said 
ditch, the psn stock surrounding the 
name and to fill in said ditch need as 
aforesaid for the purpose of supplying 
water to propel the machinery of said 
mill. 


This communicitio 3 is written to 


you to again invoke at your handa 
against this proposed destruction that 
protection to which every 
propeity 


awner is entitled under the laws of tho 
United States and tbe state of California, 
and to eay that if you fall to furnish ua 
ihe Rama we will hold the city to a strict 
legal accountability for any and all dam- 
ages that may accrue to us from said pro- 
posed destruction." 


It is intimated that the company will 


shortly begin euit against the city for 
heavy damages for Oiling in the ditch, 
and that the Milling company alleges 
,hat it has lost a profit of 75 cents per 
tarrel, caused by the substitution of 
steam for water power. 


The loss, they allege, will continue in- 


definitely because their water franchise 
ia perpetual, but it is a mooted question 
whether any one can recover damages 
for what may occur ia the future, be- 
cause in tho future other motive powers 
nucrt cheaper than water or steam may 
3e discovered, and because damages 
may be recovered in law for past and 
and present injuries only. 


Said Mr. Ryan yesterday: "Concod- 


ng that tbe ditch was a nuisance and 
;hat tho health officer or tbe city author- 
ties had a legal right to abate it, was 
ihere no meana of abating this nuisance 
waides filling ap the ditch and conftacat* 
ng the franchise of the Milling company ? 
joald not thtt nuisance have been abated 
>y building a brick acqueduct in the 
ditch and covering it up? Most as- 
suredly it could. Suppose we take a 
mrallel ease of a honi-e tbat lias been 
leclared a nuisance by reason of defect- 
'vo drainage. The proper way to remedy 
;hat would be to engage a plumber and 
make connections with a sewer. Now 
uippone that tbe health ofl-cer nbould 
ear th-) houso down or 
burn it. 


Would that be tbe proper way to abate 
hemiieanco? No ono would contend 
hat for a moment. Yet the cuee of the 
filling np of the mill dilch is an exact 
parallel."

The Sacred Books of Ceylon. 


There are three books regarded as 6ft- 


cred by Bnddhists of Ceylon. The first, 
called theMiihavanso, is tho most highly 
venerated. It has been very carefully 
bunded down from generation to genera- 
tion, tho most ancient copies not vary- 
ing in the least from those of modern 
date. Tho Mahavimso contains "The 
Doctrine, Race and Lineage of Buddha," 
besides the authentic annals of Ccylon- 
ese Buddhism. 


Next to the Mahavnuso in point of 


veneration is the "Learned Priest's" his- 
tory of Buddha, called the Rajaratna- 
cari. This book also contains extracts 
from other autiguo works, besides ft 
record of tlio erection of the various 
temples and Ehrines of Ilic island nnd n 
history of the Icings from thy year 540 
B. C. The third of the Ceylonese sacred 
books is called the H.ijav.ili or "Light 
Giver;" it is simply a modern supple- 
ment of the other two and brings the 
records down to dale. The main por- 
tion is given up to recording events in 
Ceyloneso history since the advent of the 
the 
Dutch, especial attention being 


given to that portion of the work which 
tells of the expulsion of the Portuguese.
